American Cotton 
Exports to Italy, 
Japan Increase 


Washington, July 10.—(#)—Italy 
and Japan rapidly are forcing their 
way to the front as consumers of 
American cotton, the bureau of rail- 
way economics, maintained here by 
the railroad, announced in a re- 
port on a study it has conducted 
into the relationship of transporta- 
tion costs to cotton prices. 

“Cotten exports to Japan have in- 
creased nearly per cent during 
the past five years compared with 
those from 1906 to 1911, whiie there 
was an increase of nearly 22 per cent 
for Italy,” the report said. 

“Exports to Great Britain during 
the past five years showed a de- 
crease of more than 43 per cent com- 
pared with those for the period from 
1906 to 1911, while cotton exports to 
Germany showed a decrease of 38 
er cent and to France a decrease of 
24 r cent. On the basis of the 
number of bales of cotton exporied 
from the United States, however, 
Great Britain, Germany, and France 
still are in the lead in the order 
named. 

“The study further shows that 
freight rates do not retard the meove- 
ment of cotton into either domestic or 
foreign markets, and that freight rates 
represent ‘relatively a small propor- 
tion of the price even on long hauls.”

Radio - Equipped 
Freight Train 
Declared Success 


(Br Leased Wire to The Constitution and 
The Chicago ‘Tribnne.) 

Chicago, Ill., July 10.—A new field 
for radio communication was opened 
when a radio-equipped freight train, 
on the New York Central lines 
was operated between Chicago and 
Hikhart, Ind., and two-way communi- 
cation maintained between the engine 
and the caboose, nearly a mile and a 
quarter apart, during the entire trip. 
It was the first time such a demon- 
stration had ever been held under 
actual road conditions. 

The tests were conducted under the 
direction of committee 12 (radio and 
carrier current systems committee) 
of the American Railway association, 
working in conjunction with the 
Zenith Radio cotee@ation and the 
New York Central. 

Tbe demonstratién\was so succeas- 
ful that many of thefrailroad officials 
who witnessed it Myere enthusiastic 
and predicted th within a_ short 
time all freight @rains on United 
States railroads Vwill carry radio 
equipment. 

About 60 persons were present 
when the 116-car train, consisting of 
62 loaded and 51 empty freight cars, 
the private car of F. F. Reifel, gen- 
eral superintendent of the New York 
Central lines between Chicago and 
Toledo, a passenger coach and a ca- 
boose pulled out of the Englewood 
freight yard bound for Elkhart.

Effects of the invasion of the cotton 
flea, or “hopper,” im Georgia cotton 
fields may be seen from photographs 
above. At the top, two stalks are 
shown which illustrate the thorough- 
ness with which the pest strips away 
the fruit. At the bottom, the newest 
pest to harrass Georgia cotton growers 
is shown. At upper left is a plant 
after’ the flea visited it, while at the 
right is shown a nominally fruited 
plant. Considerable damage is being 
done in the Piedmont section of the 
state, according to state officials; who 
have reports from government observ- 
ers through that section, 


Heavy infestation of cotton fields 
by the cotton flea or cotton “hopper” 
in the Piedmont section of Georgia 
and in the section surrounding Sum- 


ter county is reported by the United 
States department of agriculture in a 
bulletin issued Saturday by George A. 
Maloney, associate entomologist. 

According to this statement th: cot- 
ton “hopper” has appeared in sev- 
eral southern states and is causing 
heavy damage. The flea eats the cot- 
ton square to such an extent that it 
decays and falls off the cotton plant, 
thus causing much loss of the staple. 
The flea has been reported in Texas, 
Oklahoma, Arkansas, J.ouisiana, Geor- 
gia and North and South Carolina. 
Slight damage has been done by the 
pest in Tennessee and Alabama, also, 
according to the report. 

Dr. Maloney recommends use cf 
sulphur as a remedy to check the 
spread of this pest. In his state- 
ment he said superfine dusting sul- 
phur should be used. He also said 
sulphur should be used at the rate 
of 10 pounds to the acre. The ap- 


plications should be made in the same | 


manner that calcium arsenate is ap- 
plied to kill the boll weevil. 
Outlining the use of sulphur and 
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its effect, Dr. Maloney gives the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“The action of the sulphur on the 
insects is not entirely understood but 
undoubtedly the formation of sulphur 

as in the fields is a very important 
actor in the killing. It has been 
found that the effect is comparatively 
gradual: that is, while some of the 
insects die in a short time, the killing 
continues for several’ days after the 
application... Furthermore, the hoppers 
in their feeding on the plant have in- 
jected some form of poison which 
causes a continued blasting of squares 
for some time after the hoppers have 
been killed out. Apparently, the num- 
ber of blasted squares often does not 
diminish for at least five days and 
some squares will continue to die for 
at least 10 days or_two weeks. Ex- 
perience this seasom has -iown that 
the fields suffering medium damage 
began retaining a higher percentage 
of squares within about four or five 
days after the first application and 
were greatly improved in fruiting 
within a week. It will be plain from 
the above that the farmer should not 
expect '- dust his fields with sulphur 
and have the insects disappear imme- 
diately. - So far, the hoppers have not 
been eradicated in any instance and 
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eration of the weevils are just now 
maturing in a considerable portion of 
the belt, and thus the weevils are 
that much ahead of the cotton fruit- 
ing and damage will be accentuated. 
In many sections, where the injury 
has been most severe, it is going to 
be necessary to make the cotton crop 
during the period of weevil migration 
and this is the most serious problem 
of all. For these reasons, where 
weevils are at all prevalent in the 
fields it is advisable to make com- 
bined applications of sulphur and cal- 
cium arsenate to control both the ho 
per and the weevil. In such fields 
eight pounds of’ sulphur and four 
pounds of calcium arsenate should be 
used per acre for each application. 
This material should be thoroughly 
1uixed before putting it in the hopper 
of the dusting machine and then 12 
pounds per acre of the mixture applied 
as. recommended above. hen the 
sulphur dusting has been continued to 
the extent of controlling the hopper 
infestation, straight calcium arsenate 
should ve used as necessary for weevil 
control. 

“When sulphur is used for dusting 
cotton for control of the hopper great 
care should be exercised to avoid con-

gander, the aforesaid sauce heing the 
idea of protection. Judging from the 
sentiment uncovered in the cross-sec- 
tion from aig ok to Des Moines, the 
rear against failure of farm relief will 
rise to sucha pitch this summer and fall 
that Washington and the folks back 
east won't need eaf phones to listen in. 
One feature of the agrarian agitation 
is that a substantial part of the more 
prosperous farmers seem quite ax in- 
censed as are those hardest hit by 
cheap corn. . Among hog-raisers who 
are riding easy with pigs at $14, one 
hears protests as loud as among those 
whose corn brought 50 cents a bushel 
or Jess and who had no swine to man- 
ufacture it into high-priced hams and 
bacons. 

Here are a few observations picked 
up from talks with farm and business 
folk in the last three days. 

(1.) The basic problem is the land 
more than anything else; the decline 
in capital values, the dull market for 
acres. In fact, the Genesis of the corn 
belt movement last winter as pointed 
out at the time, was an urgent dasire 
to get land prices into better pasition 
by devices that would bring fair and 
stabilized prices for farm  wyroducts 
which determine the worth of agricul- 


(2.) Urbanization—Iowa has not 
kept pace with other states in indus- 
development. Many stress the 
need of increasing manufacturers in 
the state. 

(3.) The tariff—democratie hopes 
on this may flivver for the prevailing 
sentiment so far canvassed is this: 


The farmer is for high wages in thewhich 1,600,000 is rural. 


cities; he wants everybady prosperous 
and the last thing in his mind, appar- 
ently. is to destroy. the 


power of his democratic market by ov- 
erthrowing tariff protection. But he 
doesn’t want to be left out of the pic- 
ture. Anti-tariff is held up as =n al- 
ternative to farm relief. In times past 
lowa has been quite outspoken on the 
tariff. ‘Twenty years or so ago, the 
celebrated “Iowa idea” was heralded 
by Cummins. Later on, when Presi- 
ident Taft unbelted the Winona speech 
on downward revision upward—whicbh 
put him on the toboggan—the first re- 
ply came a few days later from lowa, 
from the late Senator J)olliver, but 
with all the shouting of those days, 
Iowa never for a minufe was for demo- 
cratic free trade. Still, the democrats 
today have hopes in a plea for a re- 
vision of the schedules on _ articles 
which the farmer buys. 

As one of the wisest, cagiest, old 
timers in the state put it today, “the 
funniest gag is this line from the east, 
‘let’s educate the farmes!’ Why, the 
Iowa farmer is the wisest bird there is. 
We’re the lowest state in illiteracy 
and Cambridge, Mass., the home of 
Harvard, is shene times more illiterate 
than Iowa, the census shows. What 
Iowa rises to inquire is this: Why 
should the farmer buy all his goods un- 
der high tariff but have to sell all his 
stuff free trade?” . 

lowa today is ruralized to an ex- 
tent unknown in states east of the 
Mississippi. It is one of the greatest 
productive areas in the world: 1 pro- 
duces goods worth about a billion and 
a half dollars a year. It is first in 
corn and osts, first in pigs, poultry 
and horses, and first in the value of 
all farm property. It is second in the 
value of all farm crops, second in cat- 
tle, third in hay, and fifth in vege- 
tables.

364,406 were residences or business 
quarters; 42,400 temporary homes 
have been erected with materials left 
over from the war, and 108,901 tem- 
porary wooden homes which were 
built during or since the war were 
still serving as residences. 

Operations have been resumed in 
8,228 out of 9,332 destroyed or dam- 
aged factories, each employing at 
least ten laborers. Pumping and other 
work in the mines has been completed 
in the departments of Nord, Mieurthe- 
et-Moselle and Meuse, but consider- 
able work remains to be done in the 
departments of Pas-de-Calla.

Towa today is as ruralized as were 
Michigan and Wisconsin around 1890 
and. as was Indiana in 1900, before the 
Gary industrial region was established. 
It has only one town of over 100,000 
and that is Des Moines with about 
150,000. In 1920 it had only three 
cities of between 50,000 and 100,000; 
three cities between 25.000 and 30,- 
000, and 11 between 10,000 and 25,000. 
Its industries are growing, ench year 
seeing more come in, but the plaint 
of Iowa is that too much of its man-

its largest industrial communities 
are along the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers, and in the Des Moines and 
Cedar River valleys.

-In his card, Brown recalled an in- 
cident Guting the legislative session 
of 1923 when Stewart, then repre- 
sentative from Atkinson county, arose 
to a point of personal privilege and, 
with papers held in his hand, said 
that they contained proof that Brown 
was “a liar, a perjurer and a thief.” 
He also recalled how Stewart later re- 
fused to substantiate these charges 
before a legislative investigation com:

- Stewart, in his reply, declared that 
Brown, “before his hand-picked com- 
mittee was bold and arrogant, but 
now. when I try to get him before his 
constituents he ducks and runs like 
a coward. I shall have more to say 


later on the stump -on the subject.” 

Brown declared Saturday that he 
has not yet recelved the letter which 
Mr. Stewart says he mailed him on 
July 8, challenging him to joint de- 
bate, and that the only notice he has 
had has been through the newspapers.

Washington, July 10.—Just about | 


this time of the year there begins a 


change of administration here, all 
within the family, whether it be re- 
publican or democratic. 

It is beginning now—the transfer 
of control from the cabinet proper 
to the “little cabinet,” that sen Bs 
undersecretaries who are seco in 
command in every department, many 
of whom have risen from the ranks 
over a long period of years. 

Vacation time is here. President 
Coolidge has gone, and members of 
the cabinet soon will to scatter 
to summer homes in e mountains 
or along the seashore. They do not 
all leave at once, and they do not 
stay away the whole summer If ne- 
i they return here to 
handle any momentous problem. 
Usually there are few, if any, such 
problems in the summer, with con- 
gress away and a general lull of go-- 
ernmental business. 

When they leave the mantle falls 
upon the undersecretaries and as- 
sistants, and business goes on as usual, 
for these officials have the details 
of their departmental work at their 
fingers’ ends, since duri the win- 
ter season they must handle the rou- 
tine and act often as the buffer for 
the cabinet member who heads the 
department. e 


Wheels Ran Smoothly. 


There have been times when the 
whole cabinet has been out of town. 
This may happen this summer, as 
there is nothing on the horizon now 
which would compel their attendance. 
But the wheels have turned iu. as 
smoothly before, ant probably will 
again. 

This government of the “little 
cabinet” is such a regular event every 
summer that its members are or- 
ganized for business. Within a few 
days, when the summer exodus of cab- 
inet members gets well under way, 
they will hold a dinner to discuss their 
problems. Presidents are often their 
guests, and probably get some point- 
ers out of the discussions. President 
Harding used to attend their dinners. 

When they gather. about the table

New assistant secre- 
taries lean much on the experience 
and advice of veteran officers who 
are under them, and counsel from 
these second line men probably will 
be reflected in official acts this sum- 
mer. 

Then there is the white house. Ru- 
dolph Forster, executive clerk for 25 
years, will be on the job as usual, 


and will ease the vacation for the 
president by heading off a batch of 
routine business here.

Washington, July 10.—Decisions af- 
fecting the gbtiese of future trans- 
come from ae interstate commerce 
portation history in this country wil 
commission this summer.

These issues are at stake: 

‘1—Government policy toward giant 
mergers. : 

2 — Valuation ~ principles, 
which rest the whole question 
rates. 

3o—Regulation of motor bus trans- 
portation lines. 

The settlement of every one of 
these issues will directly affect the 
avergge citizen who rides on trains 
or buses or ships through them. 

Motor Bus Probe. 

The commission will begin its na- 
tion-wide investigation of the motor 
bus situation the last of this month 
ns a basis for recommendations to con- 
gress as to regulatory legislation. 

It now has before it six applica- 
tions for mergers, and applications 
for three large-scale consolidations wil! 
come before it soon, including -the 
Nickel Plate merger, sponsored by the 
young railroad magnates of Clevelana, 
the Van Sweringen brothers, which 
was turned down by the commission 
several weeks ago because of the f1- 
nancial arrangement, the commission 
holding that it did.not protect stock- 
holders sufficiently. The Van Swer- 
ingens are remodeling their plan. 

Will Set Precedent. 

In its decision upon the new Van 
Sweringen merger and others, the

LIQUOR CARGOES CAN NOW BE CHASED ACROSS OCEAN 


Shelter for-Rum Runners 


New York, July 10.—An American 
rum runner may now be chased across 
the ocean. The 12-mile limit offers 
no more protection to American ships 
engaged in the transportation of in- 
toxicants. 

The United States court of appeals 
here has decided that an American 
ship on the high seas “retains her al- 
legiance to the United Sates” and that 
“it is quite well recognized that every 
nation has the right to bind its own 
subjects to its own laws in every 
place.” 

The decision was made in connec- 
tion with a government libel against 
rum runner Underwriter. ‘The court 
upheld the coast guard in boarding 
vessels beyond the 12-mile-limit ap- 
plicable to foreign craft.

London, July 10.—Dr. L. R. G. Cran- 
don, distinguished Boston surgeon, 
may help his wife, “Margery,” stage 
fraudulent seances in order eventually 
to expose the gullibility of bbservers 
and thus discredit  spiritualists 
throughout the world, B. J. Dingwall, 
psychical research investigator, sug- 
gests after an exhaustive study of Mrs. 
Crandon’s work. 

Dingwall admits, after two years 
spent in preparation of a report for 
the British Society of Psychical Re- 
search, that he cannot’ be positive 
whether Mrs. Crandon’s seances. are 
genuine. But in a report published 
today he points to the fact that Dr. 
Crandon has refused “on totally .in- 
adequate grounds” to submit to many 
— which would make fraud impos- 
sibie, 

‘In a total of 29 seances held by 


“Margery,” in Boston, bells rang and 
teleplastic substances appeared. Ding- 
wall admits he is puzzled over the fact 
that Crandon, a prominent surgeon,

I rode through farm after farm, and 
when you see on these farms tobacco 
in quantity and in five condition, next 
to it corn, between the rows of corn 
rows of peanuts, cotton in the next 
field, watermelons in the next,-vege- 
tables, then the peach orchards, pecan 
groves, the dairy farms, hog and cat- 
tle raising, you begin to realize the 
tremendous advantages this section of 
our southern territory possesses.”

The Two-Thirds Rule. 

Several interested readers have 
asked fer information about the two- 
thirds rule for making nominations 
in democratic na- 
tional conventions. 
They want to know 
when and why it 
was adopted and 
how it has worked 
in practice? 

The rule really 
grew out of the 
feud between Presi- 
dent Jackson and 
Vice President ('al- 
houn. Jackson had 
promised that he 
would hold the 
office for only one 
term and Calhoun 
had expected to succeed thereto, But 
when he found that Jackson was 
iguring to succeed himself, Calhoun 
broke with the president. Jackson 
and Calhoun in 1828 had presented a 
sectional ticket, both being southern 
men, the one trom. Tennessee and the 
other from South Carolina. Jackson 
desired a northern democrat to run 
with himself in 1832 in order to hold 
what strength his administration had 
Pin that region. Therefore, becatise 
Calhoun as vice president had cast 
the deciding vote ag gainst confirming 
Martin Van Buren as’ minister to 
England, picked the latter to be his 
running mate. 

The Reason for the Rule. 

For the first time, in 1852, nomina- 
tions were to be made by all parties in 
national conventions, instead of by 
congressional caucuses or nominations 
put forth by’ state legislatures. 

The democratic convention was held 
in Baltimore May 21, 1832, and was 
the real christening of the ‘ ‘democratic 
party.” The combination had previ- 
ously been variously Known as Jef- 
fersonian, democratic-republican, 
Adams men and Jackson men. 


Prior to the assembling of the con- 


vention the Virginia and Kentucky 
democrats were each seeking to name 
the candidate for the vice presidency.

What the Rule Required. 


When the convention met the Jack- 
son men were in the majority strongly 
and adopted the following rule: 


“Resolved, That each state be en- 
titled, in the nomination to be made 
for the vice presidency, to a number 


of votes equal to the number to which 
they will be entitled in the electoral 
college. unde; the new  apporti.on- 
ment, in voting for president and vice 
president; and that two-thirds of the 
‘whole number of the votes in the eon- 
vention shall be necessary to consti- 
tute a choice.” 

The 24 states were thus entitled to 
288 votes in, the convention, but Mis- 
seuri with 4 votes was not represent- 
ed. Two-thirds of the 288 were 192, 
and in'‘the ballot Van Buren got 208, 
Barbour, of Virginia, got 49 anid John- 


was adopted by subsequent conventions 
to the present time. 


Its Hottest Ordeal. 
The hottest fight that was made 
against it was in the convention at 


Baltimore in 1844. The chief con- 
tenders there for the presidential nomi- 
nation were Van Buren and General 
Lewis Cass, of Michigan. Van Buren 
had been elected president in 1836 and 
was seeking another term after haying 
been beaten by General Harrison. the 
whig candidate, in 1840. The friends 
of neither Van Buren nor Cass could 
figure out a possible two-thirds vote 
for either, but the Cass men were not 
willing to see Van Buren nominated 
by a majority vote. The consequence 
was that the convention carried on an 
excited battle for a day and a half be- 
fore it decided to abide by the two- 
thirds rule. Then it balloted nine 
times before a nomination was made. 


Here Enters the Dark Horse. 


It was this convention that went out. 


into “the sticks’? and brought in the 


now well-known, “dark horse.” On 
the eighth ballot Van Buren had 
fallen from his initial 146 to 104 and 
Cass had grown from his 83 to 114. 
The Johnson, of Kentucky, and Buch- 
auin, of Pennsylvania, men dropped 
them and, combining with some tired 
Cass men, voted 44 for James K. 
Polk, of Tennessee, who had been 
governor of his state and speaker of 
the national house of representatives. 
On the next hallot the vote for Polk 
was unanimous. The result was a 
great surprise to the whole country, 
but that wonderment was tremend- 
ously increased when in the November 
election Polk beat towering Henry 
Clay, getting 170 electoral votes to 
105 for the famous Kentuckian. 


In that election Georgia “went 
democratic” again after having given 


her electoral vote in 1836 to my great- 
uncle, Hugh Lawson White, of Ten- 
nessee, and then in 1840 to General 
W illiam Hienry Harrison, the success- 
ful whig candidate, 


Hiow the Rule Works. 
It is notorious that the rule gives 


any compact minority over one-third 
the power to prevent the nomination 
of a candidate who may have a pro- 
nounced majority of the delegates in 
his train. It is the deus ex machina 
that deals the joker to the dark horse. 

It did that in 1852 when it rung in 
Franklin Vierce, the darkest sort ot a 
New Hampshire horse, on the 40th 
ballot and nominated him almwst 
unanimously over Cass on the 49th 
roll cail, 

It beat Stephen A. Douglas and 
split the party at Charleston in 1860; 
ruined Hancock and Hendricks hy 
forcing the nomination of Seymour in 


1868, when the nomination of either of 
them would most probably have caused. 


the defeat of General Grant. . 


Again in 1912 at Baltimore the rule 
destroyed the chance of Champ Clark 
and produced the nomination of Wood- 
row Wilson: and in 1924 it baffled 
McAdoo and Al Smith and brought 
John W. Davis from the rear to the 
front.

There is a basic fallacy in the ar- 
gument, as will be explained in a mo- 
ment; but if there were not, this is a 
fairly disturbing proposal to add to 
the other elements which now work 
rather seriously against the tranquili- 
ty of the United States and the amity 
of its people toward each other. A 
mevement financed, directed and stim- 
ulated from northern cities to cause 
the negroes in the south toe vote in 
large numbers would be a second in- 
stallment of that original tragic epi- 
sode when the north granted suffrage 
to the newly enfranchised slaves who 
were a majority in many southern 
states; tried to enforce that suffrage 
with arms, and actually, in some 
states, for some years, maintained a 
non-white government, 

The granting of suffrage to the ne 
groes within five years after they 
had been slaves and under all the cir- 


cumstances, is now held to be a mis- 
take by many leaders of thought in 
the north. Many believe it who do 
not say it, and some say it. So con- 
spicuous a person as Senator Borah 
said it the other day, and Senator 
Borah has the largest personal fol- 
lowing of any man now in American 
public life. In the judgment of many 
Borah comes nearer to being entitled 
to be called. “great,” in the older po- 
litical sense of that word, than any 
other man in the senate. Borah's 
willingness to say that he regards the 


federal constitution; or to assert the 
right of a state to put its own inter- 
pretation upon a portion of the fed- 
eral constitution. The  anggestion 
that a northern state like New Jer- 
sey, using that state merely as an 
illustration, should retaliate on the 
south for its support of the eighteenth 
amendment by calling for the enforce- 
ment of the fourteenth amendment 
in the southern states themselves has 
fom point. To be sure, it would be 

ible for any wet organization, 
or *vet motives or any motives what- 
ever, to try to stir up the southern 
negroes to vote in larger numbers 
than now do so. That would make 
some trouble and would add one 
more item to the aggregate of local 
irritations which now composes about 
all there is of national politics in the 
United States. But it wouldn't 
change anything. And if any per- 
sons or organizations try it they won't 
gain any friends for their own cause. 


Some thoughtful persons believe 
that prohibition is going to become a. 
question of the sanctity of the federal 


constitution and that as such it will 
overshadow all other political issues 
to the extent that the constitutional 
aspects of slavery overshadowed 
everything else in American politics 
for 115 years. 

If that should come to pass it would 
be the pity of pities: Few persons in 
the present generation understand the 
incubus to American development that 
was inherent in our preoccupation 
with the political and constitutional 
aspects of slavery. I said those 
slavery questions lasted for 115 
years, meaning from the beginning 
of the country until 1890. Many as- 
sume that the politics arising out of 
slavery euded when slavery itself did, 
with the closing of the civil war. That 
is not true. Some of the greatest of 
our troubles arising out of slavery 
were those that came in the period 
from the end of the civil war until 
about 3890. So long as the rancours 
aroused by the civil war lasted the 
political evils of. slavery lasted. Ag 
late as 1SST7 an official in Grover

DECREASE IN CORN 


CROPS ESTIMATED 


Washington, July 10.—(/)—Basing 
its forecast on conditions on July 1], 
the department of agriculture today 
estimated the prospective harvest of 
important farm crops, declaring the 
composite condition of all crops was 
6.4 per cent below the avérage July 
condition during the last ten years. 

Forecast included in bushels: Corn, 
2,660,780,000 ; winter wheat, 567,672,- 
000; spring wheat, 199,595,000; oats, 
1,334,260,000. 

‘There is still time for substantial 
improvement,” the federal crop re- 
porting board said, “but, considering 
all crops, there is now little chance 
that yields per acre will equal those 
usually secured. The chief reason for 
the present unfavorable outlook has 
been deficient rainfall in portions of 
the north central and eastern states.” 

The corn crop, the board said, is 
“generally uneven and backward’’ 


throughout the entire country, due to. 


the late, cool season and deficient 
moisture over wide areas. With 101,- 
074,000 acres set to the crop, the 


| board disclosed that ‘‘chinch bugs are 
| reported in unusual numbers in Kan-

sag and Missouri.’ 

It placed the net decrease in the 12 
corn-belt states at 582,000 acres. 

A severe drouth in South Dakota 
in the heavy spring wheat-producing 
counties has brought a marked decline 
in that crop there, the board said, with 
condition dropping from er cent 
on June 1 to 35 per cent. The indi- 
cated oats production was found to be 
nearly 11 per cent less than last year, 
which harvested 1,511,888 bushels, 
“though slightly in excess of the five- 
year average production.” 

‘The board placed the rye crop at 
“the lowest on record since 1866, ex- 
cepting 1885 and 1887, with the aver- 
age reduction chiefly in the Dakotas.”

RENEWED INVASION 
OF FLORIDA BEGINS

St. Petersburg, Fila., July 10.— 
(Special.)—Motor travel over the 
Gandy bridge, longest of its kind in 
the world, reveals a condition unprec- 
edented in this part of the west coast 
of Florida. Official figures, tabu- 
lated at the causeway where it is 
impossible for a single car to pass 
without being counted, show the in- 
crease of cars carrying the so-called

riod in 1925 to be exactly 45 per cent. 

The greatest land boom known to 
this country was in full swing at 
this time last year and motorists were 
rushing to Florida from every state 
in the north.

The storage room should be 
kept dark as the tobacco will bleach 
out if left exposed to the light for 
any considerable length of time. It 
is a very good plan to pack straw or 
other similar material on the floor 
before beginning, to pack tobacco in 
the house. ‘Tobacco should never be 
laid on the barn Zloor. If straw or 
similar material is used spread bur- 
laps or sacks over it. If clean straw 
is not available, a good plan is to 
lay empty sticks on the floor and 
spread the burlap sheets on them. 


Keep Leaves Straight. 


In stacking tne cured tobacco he 
sure to see that the leaves are kept 
straight, that no leaves are left hang- 
ing outside the stack, and that the 
stack is built up uniformly so that’ 
it will not topple over. When com- 
pleted the stack should have only the 
stems exposed to the outside air, and 
the entire stack should be well wrap- 
ped with burlap sheets, quilts, ete. 

Cured tobacco is a highly yrish- 
able product. It absorbs moisture 
from damp atmosphere and _ dries 
quickly when exposed to dry air. If 
tobacco is packed away with teo muca 
moisture in it, it will quickly begin 
to ferment and damage and a pile 
of. fine tobacco will be very quickiy 


ruined. Tobacco that is packed down 
while relatively dry can be allowed 


to stay packed away for quite some 
time without any bad effect. This is 
the reason for the admonition to pack 
thé tobacco away just as soon as it 
becomes in order or ease enough to 
handle without breaking. 


When the cure has been finished. 
practically all moisture has been driv- 
en out of the tobacco and in this con- 
dition it would be practically impes- 
sible to handle without breaking and 
shattering. Hence it is necessary to 
barn doors, windows and 
ventilators to allow it to come in| 
order so that it can be handléd. This 
conditioning of the barn requires 
much judgment and skill because if 
allowed to come in too kigh order it 
cannot be packed away safely. If 
the air is damp the tobacco can quick- 
ly become too moist especially on the 
bottom tiers and near the windows,

Pedigree of Morning “Tub” 


Londoa, July 10.—(4)—A newspa- 
per controversy has-arisen here on the 
subject of when the people of Eng- 
land. first got the habit of taking a 
morping bath. 7 

Jerome K. Jerome, the novelist, 
started the controversy by stating in 
an article that there were no bath- 
rooms in London homes before 1886. 
Elderly folk indignantly deny this and 
give dates to prove that when they 
were young, English people took 
baths occasionally at least. 

One writer declares that in 1872 
his family owned a tub that had a lid 
and a strap on it and was used as a 
trunk when the family traveled. An- 
other writer—apparently from first- 
hand knowledge—says there were no 
bathrooms in Windsor castle in the 
time of Queen Victoria and that King 
Edward had several installed upon his 
accession in 1901. 


It is also recalled that when the 
late Earl of Dunraven returned from 


America in 1886 he brought with him 
an American tub and Punch publish- 
ed a cartoon on Lord Dunraven’s 
statement that “in American houses, 


an entire room is given over to the 
bath.” 


One writer claims that Englishmen 
make a good deal of noise about their 
morning “tub” but that American 
and continental hotel men say it is 
little more than noise. He quotes the 
hotel record of Zurich, Switzerland, 
to the effect that “almost every Amer- 
ican asks for a room with a bath;

bring these things about would be to

demonstration agent if the county does 
not already have one, as the com- 
munity councils organized by these 
agents are formed along the plans I 
have outlined. It is necessary to se-

. gtrator, and do not fail to learn how

Smith-Lever fund that the state may 
pay its part of the salary. If the 
legislature would make an appropria- 
tion to meet the Smith-Lever fund, 
dollar for dollar, as was intended and 
as they obligated themselves in 1914 
to do, there would be no need of the 
county paying any part of the salary, 
and rgia is losiug part of the fed- 
eral funds by not doing this. 

There are two dec differences 
in a rural club and the ordinary town 
or city club. The first is that the 
fundamental purpose of a rural club 
must be financial. The farm bome has 
always been neglected for the farm for 
reasons into which we do not need to 
go here, and the farm woman, havin 
none of the community projects whi 
interests her town sister, will devote 
most of her energies to improving her 
home for beauty and convenience, and 
she must have an income peculiarly 
her own for this purpose. The other is 
that the summer months is the active 
period for the rural club, while it is 
the time of inactivity usually for the 
town club. 

Rural p. 

The next move would be to develop 
rural leadership by selecting one of 
their own number who shows qualities 
of leadership as president, and never 
depend upon an outsider to fill this 
position. (2) Select some point as & 
community center, preferably the 
schoolhouse, though I have seen suc- 
cessful clubs which met in rural 
churches, in one designated home, and 
some are so fortunate as to own a 
clubhouse. (3) Having made up 2 
program of work made up of the 
needs of the community as the women 
themselves have listed them, write to 
any organization which you think can 
furnish information as to how to pro- 
ceed. The Chicago women listed 31 
agencies which will furnish informa- 
tion free of all cost to clubs, and I 
will be glad to furnish this list. 

. Forty-three Problems. 

The farm women at the Chicago 
conference brought 43 pfoblems to the 
conference, which were combined under 
four heads: (1) Education—(a) Self. 
Make a survey of home to see how 
many conveniences there are for short- 
ening the hours of work. It will be an 
eye-opener as to the amount of time 
women waste by antiquated methois, 
and could cured at almost no 
cost. .(b) Study their job of home- 
making. (c) Realize their responsibil- 
ity as citizens. {e) Children. Better 
schools and school teacher. (2) Eco- 
nomics—Income fg> the farm wo- 
an and girl; better gle ogg, | condi- 
tions, including better roads. (5)—Ap- 
preciations—An Wye of coun- 
try life, of her job as the greatest of 
null: and of music, books, recreation, 
trees and flowers. (4)—Community 
development. Set an ideal for the com- 
munity and work toward meking it a 
place financially, educationally and 
nesthetically satisfying to the boys and 
girls. Build up a community center 
and develop community enterprises, 
both social and economic. The trouble 
with the farmer has always been too 
much individual consciousness. Survey 
the community for crops that may be 
successfully raised and the neighborin 
market for the produce that is ship 
in that can be raised in the com- 
munity. 

In West Virginia, the cooperation of 
town and rural clubs has been siic- 
cessfully worked out by establishing 
home industry shops in the county 
seats. There the produce and the cakes 
and other products of the country 
woman are sold with the needle work 
of the town woman. In many places 
these re placed in the town 
clubhouse. ie town clubwoman cen 
also materially assist in placing the 
canned goods of the rural girls and 
women. _. 

The federated clubwoman can do no 
more worthwhile work than in assist- 
ing in every way possible to formation 
of rural clubs. But, when formed, the 
desire for federating should come from 
the clubs themselves. When it does 
these clubs are among the finest and 
most constructive of the Georgia fed- 
eration, and their saceomplishments 
have received national recognition.

Report bs Given | 
To Club Page 


Mrs. J. nr’ McElroy, state chair- 
maz of jail department for the Geor- 
gia federation, makes the following re- 
port on the progress of this particu- 
lar phase of work. She says: 

“Our state president and my de- 
partment chairman have been untiring 
in their encouragement to me in my 
jail work, assuriag me of the great 
honor that will be mine, eventually, 
in doing this pioneer work. They 
also said I was “blazing a trail,” as 
it were. Eivery one of you know that 
blazing a trail means going along re- 
moving vark or skia from trees, show- 
ing the route to b> followed. Well, 
up to this time the major portion of 
skin removed has been taken from your 
jail improvement chairman. 

“We have one of the loveliest jail 
systems, but we don’t seem to get it 
enforced. Now, we women can no 
loager say that we are not responsi- 
ble for the deplorable condition of 
some of our jails. We have equal 
rights now in enforcing all Jaws, and 
a woman who has really lived has 
often had to do things that were u-- 
terly repugnant to her. So why not 
begin jail visiting anJ it will surprise 
you how soon you will be deeply in- 
terested in this humanitarian work. 
I’ve written to everv district presi- 
dent in the interest of jail improve- 
ment since last state convention three 
times and twice to those district chair- 
men connected with my line of work. 
Of the 12 districts, 10 have public 
welfare departments. The fourth and 
twelfth have no public welfare depart- 
ment. All have social and radustria! 
division chairmen, except the 10th dis- 
trict. Only two districts have district 
jail improvement chairmen, the first 
and fifth, and neither of these two dis- 
tricts made any jail report at all to 
me. 

Eleventh District. 
“We have a new jail being built in 


Georgia that is said to be, when com- 
pleted, one of the most up-to-date 
jails in the United States, if not in 
the whole world, and that jail is be- 
ing built in one of our districts mak- 
ing no jail report at ail. The 11th 
district has made the very best jail 
report of all the districts. The dis- 
tricts making no reports are first, 
fourth, fifth, sixth and seveath. The 
second district, by Mrs. W. D. Har- 
grave, reports 10 jails visited and sup- 
plied with magazines and various lit- 
erature, and the prisoners are well 
treated and the jail kept in fairly 
good condition. The jails visited were 
Moultrie, Albany, Cairo, Boston, Ca- 
milla, Tiftoa, Donaldsonville, Blakely, 
Sylvester and Thomasville. The third 
district reported five jails visited or 
inspected. ese are witzgerald, Cuth- 
bert, Reynolds (by Mrs. Bryan, presi- 
dent of Reynolds Improvement club), 
Sycamore and Ft. Gaines. The eighth 
district reported Elberton_jail visited 
and many acts of kindmtess showa 
prisoners, remembering them on_ spe- 
cial holidays and unanimcusly indorsed 
the grand jury recommendation that 
their jail be repaired a'ad painted. The 
ninth district reports five jails visit- 
ted and inspected: Winder, Lawrence- 
ville, Gainesville, Toccoa, Clayton. 
The 10th district reports the following 
jails visited: Harlem, Lincolnton and 
Warrentoa. The 11th district report, 
including splendid letter from Mrs. 
H. DW. Reed, relative to the future jail

“Mrs. Rosa M. Foy. of the Folkston 
Woman’s club, reports Charlton coun- 
ty jail as having been brought from 
‘nothing to fourth on the honor roll.’ 
Through the splendid efforts of Mrs. 
Foy. who is also state chairman of 
public welfare for Charlton county, a 
committee of the soremost citizens as- 
sist in jail administratiou, and public 
sentiment has been so well educated 
that a new and adequate jail is soon ; 
to take the place of th. old one. 

“Mrs. J. S.. Plowden, of Valdsota 
Woman's club, reports Low.des coun- 
ty jail as in good coadition. The club 
committee makes regular inspections 
and provides an abundance of read- 
ing matter, both secular and religious, 
for the prisoners’ use. Mrs. G. V. 
Cates, of the Brunswick Woman’s 
club, reports that the club sends maga- 
zines every month to the inmates of 
Glynn county jail. Mrs. U. L. Cox, 
of Baxley Woman's club, reports Ap- 
pling county jail visited from time to 
time and fruits taken to the prisoners. 

“Mrs. A. M. Lietch, of the Way- 
cross Health league, reports Ware 
county jail ia fair condition.

Biennial and Club Institute 
Discussed By Mrs. ]. E. Hays

The general federation convention at 
Atlantie City and the club institute at 
Athens certainly gave to the women of 


Georgia a university course in the art 
of being club women. The (Georgia 
women attending both have certainly a 
broader vision of club work @nd a 
deeper sense of the ethics of the busi- 
ness, 

The general convention at Atlantic 
City was a most enjoyable one, as well 
as a most instructive one. Convening 
on the stee] pier, perched upon the tall 
a yy ont in the ocean, the club wom- 
en? 5,500 registered delegates and as 
many visitors, “found themselves” far 
from the maddening crowds’ ignoble 
strife’ and with no noises to disturb 
them except when at high tide the 
waves pecans upon the pillars. or 
when alluring auctions and the luxuri- 
ous boardwalk chairs called them. 

The time, two hours ahead of ours, 
the meetings 
opened at 8:45—our 6:45—and we 
were in convention all day except 11-2 
heurs at noon, and during that time 
the executive committee met. From 4 
until 8 there were teas and dinners at 
the marvelous hotels. On one after- 
noon glone your recofding secretary 
attended two teas and. three dinners. 
The evening sessions, opening at 8 
o'clock, found us meeting with the sun 
still shining. One night Will 
Hays complimented the convention by 
sending the “Big Parade” with full or- 
chestra. As the program was full. it 
was given from 12 te 2 a. m.. and the 
theater was full of delegates. Mrs, 
Sherman made a_ splendid presiding 
officer, being fair and impartial as 
well as gracious at @l times. 

Biggest Discussion. 

The biggest discussion of the conven- 
tion was on the reindorsement of the 
child labor amendment. The Ken- 
tucky insurgents kept a lively fight up 
on all occasions, as they came opposed 
to the majority rule. In spite of the 
fact that most of the votes from the 
south were in opposition to the rein- 
dorsement, the resolution was passed 
by a great majority. Whenever. the 
Volstead act was referred to there was 
unanimous applause, which resulted in 
2 unahimous reindorsement. The of- 
fice of corresponding seeretary was 
abolished ; an office of assistant treas- 
urer was created. and the execttive 
committee was given the power to 
appoint chairmen of departments, di- 
visions and committees, all of which 
tended toward centralization of power. 

The president of Georgia federation. 
Mrs. Brantley, made a fine impres- 
sion on presidents’ evening, when xhe 


gave her splendid speech with stately | 


dignity. The director, Mra. Richard- 
son, was always in her place on the 
stage, and watched after Georgia's in- 
terest with keen perception. 


Mrs. Inman, the chairman of fine 
arts, presided on fine arts evening and 
she not only represented Georgia well 
and did credit to the works of the 
fine arts department but seemed a 
living example of the culture produced 
by the eultivation of the artistic in 
music, art and literature.

All churches, 1 presume have their quota of members, who either do 
not give at all, or aw amount of which they would be ashamed, if it be- 
came known. Probably if their gifts were given publicity, they might 
enlarge themselves on general principles. Just how do these non-givers 


honestly justify themselves? 

There is no lodge, or dlub, or society of any kind that does not 
have dues, which are to be paid. When this is not done, they are black- 
balled either publicly or privately and their names removed from the 
books of the institutton. Nothing in this world can be run without money. 
it takes money the run the King’s business also. When we enter the 


business world we have ways and means to make a steady income, but 
we have to put money into any scheme in order that it will produce of 
its kind. No business house could make expenses if it were maintained 
on the free-will offering basis. There are all sorts of overhead expenses 
to be met and the firm must know how much they need to take in before 
these can be met and a margin remain. In our churches, lights and 
janitors and choirs and ministers and other staff workers, if any, must 
be allowed for. And there is no other way to get it than to depend on 
the generosity of the church members who profess to love the Lord and 
to worship Him with their gifts and presence. As the old squib has it, 
a quarter is not enough to buy many things, even a moving picture 
ticket, yet what vast proportions it assumes when it journeys to church 
on Sunday s! 

It is not that folks haven’t it either, for the poor, hard-working mem- 
bers of the church give far more liberally in proportion to their incomes 
than those who ride up in style with chauffeurs and limousines and wear 
the finest and handsomest of clothes. They could get money for all 
these fripperies, why not for the Lord who gave them ALL they have? 
Health, strength, friends, personality, the ability to make what they 
have accumulated and who says that He loves a cheerful. giver! And 
there are many other things said about giving and what ‘is expected of 
His followers. 

It would not be necessary to give suppers, rummage sales and the 
various entertainments that churches have to have if all the members 
thereof gave in proportion to what they spend for other things. Every- 
one cannot tithe, although those who do are always richer and more

Those who complain 
the most bitterly about being begged continually for money are not the 
ones who give until it hurts and are glad they can and who would do 
more if they could. Are you a drone and a shirker, or are you helpful 
In your 
heart you know, and it was indeed a wiseacre of the first water who once 
remarked, ‘Better late than never.”’ For we need not continue to pursue 
a path we know to be the wrong one, and truly while we have breath, it 
never IS too late to turn over a new leaf as white as snow in its pristine 
freshness, and begin thereon a new record of which we shall be proud,

West scored eight tricks. 


Trick one revealed the club suit as 
hopeless on account of the exhibit in 
dummy. South, therefore, started his 
rather cheap heart suit, which he 
finally established, despite the great 
Strength of the declarer. 


West made no mistakes whatever 
and against ordinary play would have 
secured game easily. North frustrated 
his plans by magnificent play at trick 
ten in discarding the ace of spades 
and retaining the deuce. In making 
this play north had. no means of 
knowing that his partner held the 
spade king, nor did he care. 


He did know that if he kept the 
ace of spades, west, a. good player, 
would lead spades at trick eleven. 
Playing the ace of spades might lose 
a trick but, also, it might save the 
game and no good player would hesi- 
tate over such a proposition if he un- 
derstood it. : 


Had the declarer made the queen 
of clubs at trick eleven, the result 
would have been the same, as south 
would have discarded the ten of 
spades.

Not Impregnable.

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is no prison in the United 
States that might be called 
impregnable. By on2 means 
or another, by violence or 
subierfuge, the ingenious 
convict manages to break 
that fierce grip of justice. 
True, he is usually captured, 
but that is another phase of 
the system altogether. To 
get out is difficult, goodness 
knows, but to stay out—that 
is something else. 


The names of these latter geniuses 
could be written, legibly, on a post- 
age stamp. 


Most attempts are attempted at 
night, after the prisoners are locked 
in their cells. The chief reason is 
that, once clear of the prison, the 
fugitive can be assured of four or five 
hours of darkness. Another reason 
is that the number of officers is re- 
duced to a minimum. 
employing 100 guards in the daytime 
will probably.not have more than 20 
to 25 on duty at night.

Hunt On Again. 


Within two days Chapman was 
captured after he had been wounded 
three times in a gun battle near 
Athens, Ga. Seriously wounded, he 
was confined in an Athens hospital. 
His pretty nurse sympathized with 
him. During the night she turned to 
get him a drink of water, and in that 
moment he was out the window. 
Again the hunt was on. 


Two days later he was again found, 
this time in the hospital basement. He 
was a ghastly sight, more dead than 
alive, yet in the excitement which fol- 
lowed, Chapman walked out, and was 
not seen again until his ultimate cap- 
ture in Muncie, Ind. 


How did George Anderson escape 
the glaring path of light? He tun- 
neled under it?

And when he was caught in Grand 
Rapids, Mich., it was to die at the 
hands of a policeman he had mortally 
wounded. 

Tracy-Merrill Escape. 


In the far west few escapes com- 
pare for violence and sensation with 
the famous escape more than twenty 
years ago of Harry Tracy and David 
Merrill from the Oregon state prison. 
These men, crack shots both, literally, 
shot themselves out 
of confinement. Of 
nine men_ shot, 
seven were killed. 

Two heavy 
rifles, left in the 
molding shop by a 
released prisoner, 
were all Tracy and 
Merrill needed* to 
effect their escape. 
After killing three 
at the prison they 
brought a reign of 
terror in the north- 
west for several weeks. They would 
appear at a farm, hold up the house- 
hold, dine, force the farmer to go to 
town and buy supplies for them under 
threat of exterminating his entire 
family, and then move on. 


In the Course: of his flight Tracy 
kidnaped a farmhand and made him 
serve as a valet for two days. The 
two escaped prisoners had a dispute 
and agreed to hold a duel. 
double-crossed Merrill and killed him 
before his pal had completed the 
agreed number of paces. 


Last Bullet. 


Thereafter Tracy time and again 
found himself trapped, but each time, 
until the last time, he shot himself 
out of his troubles, killing four more 
of his pursuers. In the final battle he 
was badly wounded and wrote finis to

Far less intimate is 
the relation between science and re- 
ligion. There can be no contradic- 
tion between science and religion, as 


there Can be no collision between 
trains running on parallel tracks.” 

The author enumerates the five un- 
necessary conflicts of science and re- 
ligion; the form of the earth,, the re- 
lation of the earth to the sun, the 
age of the earth, the antiquity of man 
and the origin of species of living 
beings, 

The only hope of discriminating be- 
tween the incidental and the vital cer- 
tainties of the faith is in the same 
viewpoint of the author on matters 
of science and religion. 

“Christ in Man-Making,”’ by Horne, 
strikingly sets forth the place in hu- 
man life of the four great life forces:

Professor Hayes adds a new radl- 
ance to ‘‘the glory that was Greece” 
in this volume of understanding and, 
appreciation. ‘Wonderful’ is the ) 
high word with which he describes 
the ancient Greeks—their land, lan- 
guage and literature; and the most 
wonderful volume is the New Testa- 
ment, the greatest Greek book. He 
reminds us that ancient Greece had 
a right to the name, “the Holy Land 
of the Ideal,” and that while we mod- 
erns are tamely content with second- 


best things, ‘“‘in Greece in science and 
philosophy, in literature and in art, 
there has been the most .complete 
realization of the ideal all-around hu- 
man life of a nation the world has yet 
seen.”” He makes a strong plea for 
the retention of the classics in the 
curriculum of the college, and de- 
clares that ‘‘posterity despises uncom- 
mercial scholarship,” and that we de- 
mand an education in efficiency rather 
than in the humanities,” claiming that 
“as our colleges and universities have 
neglected the classics barbarism has 
gradually returned,” and that ‘the 
triumph of efficiency in the last Great. > 
War was at the same time the triumph 
of barbarism in Europe.” 

The author shows how inadequate 
are many of our familiar translations. 
Take for example “In my Father’s 
house are many mansions’’—the 
Greek word does not mean mansions, 
but “abiding places,”. “resting 
places,” “homes.” There is no 
thought of mansions in the word, no 
least suggestion of magnificence or 
stateliness, or coldness or liveried 
servants or painful formality It is 
just the plain, simple, hearty. whole- 
some words for Home—“In my 
Father’s hq@wse are many dwelling 
places, restimg places, homes.”

Eads Bridge Was 
Big Building Feat 


The great Kads bridge which spans 
ihe er at St. Louis, is soe 
named after its chief engineer, oP 
tain James B. Eads. It is built in 
three spans, the largest being 520 
feet long. Each span carries two rail- 
ways and a highway for teams, street 
cars and pedestrians. 


The four great ot: supporting the 
bridge stand on -rock, far below 
the ordinary bed of the river. To 
erect these piers it was necessary to 
sink great steel cassions in sections, 
Workers found great difficulty in re- 
maining on the job in these cassions 
because of the changes in air prtes- 
sure at different depths. 


Work on the bridge was began in 
1867 and finished in 2874, at a cost 
of approximat $6,500,000. It 
stands as a momtinmment to the work 
of the designers and bujlders—carry- 
ing to us the lesson that no matter 
what the obstacles may be, intelligence 
and determination always complete

#) LL Georgians know and love 
| the story about “The Young 
Marooners,”’ a book written 
in pre-Civil War days by the 
Rey. F. R, Goulding. 

“Frank,” the merry mem- 
ber of the mystic circle, and the only 
living young marooner around which 
Dr. Goulding wove the story of his 
masterpiece, ives in Chattanooga, 
and although he has-long since passed 
the three score and ten alloted time, 
Captain Benjamin Lioy® Goulding 
still has that cheerful and active dis- 
a of which his father’so often. 
wrote in “The Young Mafooners,” 

Although he is almost eighty-three 
years of age, having been born on 
February 19, 1844, Captain Goulding 
has a splendid physique, gnd has~- 
never been seriously ill in his life. He 
is now. making plans to attend the 
next Confederate reunion in the 
spring of 1927 at Tampa, at which 
time he has been invited to take a 
trip down theabay to Marooners 
Island, named after the book of which 
his father was the author. 

The life of Captain Goulding is of 
interest in more ways than one to the 
citizenry of Georgia. He is the only 


surviving member of Company A, . 


First Volunteer Georgia Infantry, of 
thé Confederate army. He enlisted 
in this organization in January, 1861, 
and was paroled from prison in Feb- 
ruary, 1865. 

‘Captain Goulding lives at the Con- 
federate Memorial Hall in  Chatta- 
nooga, and here has stored away 
among his valuable coltections many 
different copies of “The Young 
Marooners” from the time it was first 
published in 1852, seventy-four years 
ago, up. to the present edition. He 

quite frequently re-reads.the story to 
~ refresh his memory about some par- 

ticular incident that happened in his 
Boyhood days, and gets a ia laugh 
ut of it 


Million Copies Sold. 
It is estimated that around a mil- 
lion copies of “The Young Maroon- 
ers” have been sold in this country, 
and abroad. Captain Goulding says 
that five different sets of plates have 
been worn out in this country; that 
_ gt has been printed by seven different 
foreign houses, five in England, and 
two in Scotland. At this point in the 
story he took from a shelf in his of- 
fice a neatly bound book in morocco 
which he exhibited as a copy of the 
Edinburgh edition printed in 1853. 
“The Young Marooners” has been 
translated into several different’ lan- 
guages in the course of its history. 

As Frank, Captain Goulding 
vouches for incidents referred to in 
the book as having been real occur- 
rences with but few exceptions. How- 
ever, he says that most of these actu- 
ally happened on the coast of Geor- 
gia. To illustrate this he turned to 
a particularly familiar chapter in the 
book that had something to say about 
Frank, and after reading a paragraph 
through, he stopped and explained 
where the incident took place—in 
Georgia—adding “‘That was me, but 


I tried to get my father to leave it out-

Captain Goulding’s father, the Rev. 
_F. R. Goulding, lived at Darien, Ga., 
where the old Goulding home was lo-

Dr. Goulding was one of the well- 
known Georgians who was forced to 
refugee to Macon in 1863 when the 
Goulding home at Darien was burned 
along with the town by negro troops, 
headed by General Jim McGomery, 
the famous ‘Jay Hawker.”

ing, but the youngest marooner has 
lived to tell the story of how in later 
years he was €alled on to battle with 
a greater misfortune in protecting and 
reclaiming the copyright privileges of 
the book: 
Story of the Book. 


The story, published for the first 
time, goes about like this: 


In the latter part of 1865 Captain 
Goulding carried’ a revised copy of 
“The Young Marooners’’ to the Phila- 
delphia publishers to discuss with 
them what had been done to keep it 
alive during the war. This copy, he 
explained, contained several changes 
in the text. 

Upon arriving in Philadelphia Cap- 
tain Goulding found that the original 
publisher had died, and his business 
‘had been taken over by his chief 
clerk, James B. Claxton. Mr. Clax- 
ton persuaded Captain Goulding to 
leave with him a copy of the edition 
showing all the changes. Within a 
very short time a revised edition of 
“The Young Marooners”’ was publish- 
ed under the name of the new pub- 
lisher, and Dr. Goulding was notified 
that he had forfeited all publication 
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were eevntually recovered, and the 
publication transferred to Dodd Mead 
and company, of New York, the pres- 
ent publishers. 


Charles Goulding, a brother of 
Capiain Goulding, known as ‘Rob- 
ert,” in “The Young Marooners,” 
who was also in the Civil War and 
had lost a leg in 1863 at the second 
battle of Bull Run, died later in Rich- 
mond as a result of a Shell exploding 
over his head. This Marooner is 
buried in Hollywood “‘cemetery.. 


Jett Howard, who was the char- 
acter “Harold” in “The Young 
Marooners,”’ and a cousin of the two 
other members of the circle, died in 
the early 90s at Savannah, Ga. He 
also joined the southern army during 
the Civil War. 

Captain Goulding’s sister, Mary, 
who was in later years Mrs. R. G. 
Helmer, of Atlanta, and who will be 
remembered aS a member of the 
marooning expedition, died in Macon 
in 1908. 


Goulding Prominent Citizen. 


Captain Goulding is at present 
adjutant of the N. B. Forrest camp of 
Confederate veierans, and is said to 
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have taken a rend art in the or- 
ganizing of more associations and 
firms during his forty-eight years of 
residence in Chattanooga than any 
other citizen, and is one of the best 
known and most beloved veterans in 
the city. 

He was born on February 19, 1844, 
near Augusta, Ga., being one of nine 
children. He sprang from pure Eng- 
lish ancestry who came to America as 
pioneers, aided in naming Dorchester, 
Mass., for Dorchester, England, then 
in creating a third Dorchester in 
South Carolina, in 1696, and: the 
fourth Dorchester in Georgia, in 
1752. The Rev. Dr. Goulding, his 
grandfather, was the first Presbyterian 
minister born in Georgia. 

Captain Goulding was ptanning to 
enter Princeton when the Civil War 
broke out, but volunteered his serv- 
ice In Company A, of the First Geor- 
gia regiment, which was the first 
command in the state to engage in ac- 
tive service by capturing Fort Pu- 
laski at the mouth of the Savannah 
river. He served with distinction, and 
was captured and held as a prisoner. 

Because of the small amount of 
food that he received while in prison, 
when released Captain Goulding 
weighed only eighty-one pounds, al- 
though he was five feet ten inches in 
height. 

Captain Goulding came to Chat- 
tanooga in 1878, establishing the lo- 
cal offices of the United States 
weather bureau. It was while con- 
nected with the bureau in 1880 that 
he worked out the first flood warn- 
ing Service in America. 


Perhaps the accomplishment of 
which he was prouder of than any- 
thing else, was the leading part he 
played in the organization of a Geor- 


gia society in- Chattanooga in 1896. 
He served as its president for sev eral 
years. 


Interesting Curios. 


Captain Goulding has many inier- 
esting curios in his possession, some 
of these he has carried with him 
longer than the life of the average 
man. One of these is a copy of the 
original edition of the song “From 
Greenland’s icv Mountains,’’ publish- 
ed in 1824 and autographed by the 
composer, Dr. Lowell Mason, on Oc- 
tober 8, 1869. Captain Goulding 
keeps it in a Russian leather case and 
the music is backed with vellum. 


He uses a Barlow knife given him 
in 1852. .He also carried with him 
in his vest pocket a genuine ivory and 
silver plated memorandum book that 
he purchased in London in 1867, and 
a watch that he has carried for fifty- 
five years. Captain Goulding states 
that he has kept a diary since 1859. 


Included in his father’s papers 
Captain Goulding has a diary kept in 
Arabic by a negro.slave who was 
known as Ben Allah. 

» Though he is past eighty-two years 
of age, Captain Goulding rises each 
morning at 5 o’clock and retires in 
the evening at ten. He takes a long 
walk tor several miles every day and 
a nap each dayat noon, and attribuies 
his excellent health to this program. 


Captain Goulding has no immedi- 
ate relatives and never married. He 
is the oldest man bearing the family 
name since 1696. He retired from 
active business in 1903, but spends 
much of his time at the public library 
reading and is always anxious to par- 
ticipate in amy public movement. 

The latest edition of “Thé Young 
Marooners”’ has a most interesting in- 
troduction by Joel Chandler Harris. 
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pastry—and, maybe, too, he will give 
as a sample!
